Important Railway Buying 


The Pennsylvania R.R. has made two important announce- 
ments concerning equipment. On Apr. 17 it was stated that 
the company would buy about $20,000,009 of motive power and 
equipment and Apr. 19 another official) notice was made of 
contemplated purchase which should «mount to $7 000,000. 
The total inquiry amounts to 16,245 fre.zht cars, 195 locomo- 
tives and 191 all steel passenger cars. A portion of this 
equipment will be built in the company’s Altoona shops. This 
is the first important equipment order to be placed since the 
outbreak of the European war. The Chicago & Northwestern 
is in the market for 2000 freight cars and 50 passenger 
coaches, the Virginian for 500 steel under frames.

Pennsylvania—Governor Brumbaugh has appointed Robert

attention shall be paid to road improvements in Pennsylvania, 
and the appropriation for this work during 1915 and 1916 will 
be in excess of $8,500,000.
